The idea 
is new in I d. It is the Louth Hunt 
which has introduced it only yesterday into 
this country at the Carnes Farm, somewhere 
near Bellewstown. The location is splendid, 
but it had the drawback of not being readily 
accessible. On the other hand, the course 
provided was ideal, and spectators had every- 
thing that happened under the eye. 

The interest which centred in the meeting 
was shown by the crowd which gathered, but 
more important than that was it shown by 
the remarkable support which it received from 
hunting folk, who, after all, were the people 
most concerned. For the three competitions 
33 entries were received for the Open Welter- 
Weights, 48 for the Open Light- -Weights, and 
57 for the Confined Louth Hunt Competition. 
After this the prize winners in all three com- 
peted in a championship class, and hence the 
strength of this event could not be computed 
until decisions in the others had been arrived 
But the figures quoted are striking, even 
if they were those for the first meeting of the 
kind in Ireland, and, better still, the entries 
came from the length and breadth of the 
country. 

The County Louth country is a centre easily 
accessible to the Hunts near the metropolitan 
area—the Flying Wards, for example; the 
Meaths, the Kildares, and the many Harrier 
packs ; but the important thing was to find 

entries and representatives coming from Hunts 

outsidé this home area—from the County 
Down Staghounds, for example; from the 
East Antrim Harriers, from the Tipperary 
Foxhounds, from the Galway Blazers and the 
East Galways and the Westmeaths. 

In a sense, a Hunters’ Trial may be looked 
on as the culmination of a revolt of huntin 
people against showyard conditions, an 
yesterday's meeting will be the forerunner of 
many others to come. One saw Mr. D. 
Kellett at the Carnes Farm to borrow hints 
for the Hillside Harriers’ Trial on Wednesday 
week, and rumour had it yesterday also that 
the Wards and the Carlow packs purposed 
holding fixtures of the same kind, but at the 
close of the season. 

Meetings of the kind have had a vogue in 
England for some time, and English ex- 
perience guided largely the Louth Hunt when 
carrying out their Trials. It is a detail that 
the view of the course obtained from the high 
land overlooking the latter was reminiscent of 
the shires—of Leicestershire, for instance. 

The course was not difficult, nor is it ever 
intended to be. The jumps were just natural 
obstacles in a hunting country, and there were 
eight in all in a distance of less than a mile. 
The first was a small ditch, with a wide 
bank; the second a ditch full of water and 
with a drop; the third was an ordinary Meath 
ditch; the fourth (a tricky one, perhaps) was 
a ditch with water in it and a narrow nk, 
and following it there was a sharp right- 
handed turn to the fifth obstacle, a bush 
fence, with a drop. The sixth was a wide 
bank and a ditch, with a running stream; 
the next was a pole Sft. 6in. high (a gateway, 
with, the gate removed), hes the last a 
narrow et and ditch, “uin ta like the fourth, 
one oí the tricky jumps on the course. 

There were four judges—viz., 
General R. 8. C. Lecky, C.M.G., D.8.0.; 
Captain W. L. Naper, M.F.H.; the ‘Hon. Mr.

The lack of school accommodation has been 
most “Ag É felt in the Dublin area, since, 
in addition to the causes already referred to, 
there has been here 4 rapid increase jin the 
school-going population in recent years, 
Special efforts have been made to meet this 
need. In the city and suburbs State grants 
have been sanctioned during the past. four 
years to the amount of £108,000 towards the 
erection of new schools at Blackrock, Bally- 
noggin, Drumcondra, Marino, North Circu- 
lar road, Killester, and Inchicore, and for 
the enlar t, reconstruction and other 
works of improvement in various schools in 
and around Dublin. 

The question of the establishment of 
further new schools is at present under con- 
sideration.

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THE PRICE OF PORK. 
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MEMORIAL TO NORTHERN 


MINISTRY. 


The Fermanagh Pig Breeders’ Association 
has sent a memorial to the Minister of Agri- 
culture for Northern Ireland, pointing out 
the widespread depression among bacon and 
pork producers in the county, and the Asso- 
ciation attributes this to one-sided and un- 
fair methods of marketing dead pork. 

Prices varied by 20s. per cwt. in Ennis- 
killen within two weeks this year. The price 
of pork for the past month has been from 
58s. to 65s. per ewt., or about 64d. per Ib., 
while the retail price of the same article, 
after it has been three weeks in the hands of 
the curers, is as follows :—Hams 1s. 4d. per 
lb,, backs and sides 1s. 2d. per lb., shoulders 
9d. per Ib., cheek and tongue 1s. ld. per Ib., 
and heads 3d. per tb., or more than double 
the price paid to the producer. 

Either the curers or the retailers, the Asso- 
ciation claims, are guilty of gross profiteer- 
ing at the expense of the producer. 

‘he system of marketing, it is stated in 
the memorial, gave a “monopoly of the 
markets to the curers, and the Association 
desired, therefore, to urge upon the Govern- 
ment the necessity of holding an inquiry into 
the entire question of marketing, curing, and 
retailin k and bacon, wi a view to 
re-estab ishing the confidence and stability 
of the markets, which could be done only by 
closing the present dead pig markets, and 
setting up in their place live pig markets. In 
these markets it. should be compulsory to 
buy by weight.

LAUNCH AT BELFAST. 


TAXI-DRIVER PURSUES 
ROBBER. 


A CAPTURE AND A RESCUE IN 
BELFAST. 


A Belfast taxi-driver’s chase after a robber 
through the centre of the city was described 
in the Belfast Custody Court yesterday morn- 
ing, when David Shaw, Upper Library street, 
was charged with breaking into the offices of 
Leo Frank, 13 Queen’s square, on 19th ult. 

The accused man, who pleaded guilty and 
asked to be dealt with, was informed by 
Mr. O’Donoghue, R.M., that the charge could 
not be reduced to larceny to enable the Court 
to deal with it, and he would be sent to the 
Commission for trial in custody. 

Detective Sergeant Robert Bell gave evi- 
dence of finding a skeleton key in the lock of 
Mr. Frank’s offices at Queen’s square on the 
19th September. The key opened the lock, 
and piled up on the floor inside were found 
boxes of toys ready for removal. 

Walter Maltman, taxi-owner, said that he 
was on the stand at Queen's square when 
he saw two men rush from 135 Queen’s square 
purused by Mr. Frank. He joined in the 
chase and followed the prisoner. who ran 
through vanous streets until he overtook and 
captured him in Cole’s Alley, where a crowd 
collected, and he had to let the prisoner go. 
On the 24th October he identified the accused 
man at the police office. 

Leo Frank said that he left his offices on 
the 19th September at about 4 p.m., and re- 
turned at ten minutes to 6. On the stairs he 
met two men coming down. He asked what 
they wanted, and they ran down the stairs, 
slamming the halldoor in his face. He got it 
open and followed, catching up with the 

risoner at the same time as Mr. Maltman, 
but they had to let him go.

The evidence for the plaintiff was that the 
child Mary Brien, who was about 6) years 
of age at the time of the accident, was 
sitting with others at the side of the road 
near her parents’ house as the defendant's 
motor car, in which the defendant, Mrs. 
McGarry, his sister-in-law, and _ three 
children were travelling, approached. The 
child got up and ran across the road, and 
the car swerved to the right to avoid her, 
but struck her, inflicting severe impuries. 
Mr. McGarry drove the child in his car to 
Dr. Raverty’s, in Bray, and afterwards to 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, Dublin. 

The child herself stated that she thought 
that she could get across before the motor 
car came, and got to about the centre of the 
road when she tried to turn back. 

Mr. McGarry said that when he was half 
a cars length from the children one of 
them went across the road. The only thing 
he had to do was to swerve the car; other- 
wise he would have killed the child. The 
running board struck her. .

Mr. Justice Hanna—Do you know of any 
other company that has as high a percentage 
of management expenses in relagjon to the 
premium income as this company ’—I am not 
in a position to make any comparison. Their 
assets were increasing by leaps and bounds. 

Mr. Dickie—Did you read the Friendly 
Societies Act before you made out the 
return ’—No, 

Were you aware that it was illegal for the 
society to have a loan from anybody ?— Yes. 

And you made no report on it’—I have 
not my report here. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did you send in a 
report to the Government ’—No. 

Mr. Dickie—Did not you think a special 
report necessary ’—No; not at the moment. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You were discharging 
‘a public duty. You told us this loan was 
illegal. Y. - knew the position in 1924, that 
the management expenses were £27,000 and 
the income £35,000. Was it your opinion 
that this company with £26,000 liabilities 
and the huge proportion of management 
expenses was not a matter to report to the 
Government’! 

Witness—My opinion was that the loan 
was only temporary, on their buying 
National Loan. Then they had such solvent 
assets. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Was that not a matter 
for the Government to determine and nct 
for you? Should not you have reported tirs 
illegal dealing with funds to the Government? 
—They had good realisable assets at the time. 

Further cross-examined by Mr. Dickie, the 
witness said that he did not know whut 
interest was paid to the bank for the loan. 
He did not consider a loan of £900 made to 
Mr. Doran, manager of the society, nor could 
he say the rate of interest paid for it. 

Mr. Dickie—Would you consider it wood 
business for the society to borrow from the 
bank at 6 per cent. and buy National Loan 
only yielding 5 per cent.

ORDER FOR ITS RETURN. 


Acaco was heard in which Bernard McMenamin, 

of Geefin, Co. Sligo, farmer, was the plaintiff, 
and Charles Harvey, of Castlerea, Co. Ros- 
common, auctioneer, and James Webb, were 
the defendants. The plaintiff claimed repay- 
ment of £400 deposit paid by him on foot 
of @ contract dated 28th October, 1922, for 
the sale to him by the defendant, James 
Webb, of certain premises at Loughgivnn, 
with interest ; judgment for the amount, and 
damages against the defendant, James Webb, 
for breach of contract. 

The plaintiff alleged that Mr. Harvey, as 
agent for Mr. Webb, agreed to sell to him 
certain lands and premises described as ‘‘ the 
fully-licensed house in Longhglynn, and the 
land attached,”’ at the price of £1,500, and he 
paid Mr. Harvey £400 deposit. The lands did 
not contain the acreage represented, and the 
licence was not in existence at the time of 
the agreement or for about twelve months 
afterwards. Mr. Wood neglected to carry out 
the sale by neglecting to adduce proper title 
or to hand over possession of the premises as 
fully-licensed premises. 

The defendants admitted an agreement, but 
traversed the plaintiff's other statements in 
his statement of claim, and the defendant, 
James Webb, pleaded that he was always 
ready and willing to carry out the terms of 
the contract and that the plaintiff repudiated 
the contract and refused to perform it on his 
part. The defendant, Charles Harvey, stated 
that he held the £400 as stockholder and was 
willing to abide any order of the Court. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in the course of his 
judgment, said that he had come to a con- 
clusion on one of the several matters argued 
before him which was sufficient to enable him 
to dispose of the case. The property was de- 
scribed as licensed premises, and a requisition 
sent in by the purchaser contained a 
requisition that the licence must be handed 
over, duly endorsed, to the purchaser, and 
the answer given by the vendor's solicitor— 
in perfect good faith, of course—was: “' This 
will be done.” Owing to the condition of 
affairs at Loughglynn and that neighbourhood 
in 1922 and 1928, it appeared, no magistrates 
were sitting in the district, and, accordingly, 
he was told that it was not possible for tho 
vendor to procure a renewal of the licence. 

Referring to the argument that the Licens- 
ing Act of 1925 got over this difficulty 
about the licence, his Lordship said that he 
had read that Act very carefully and he could 
not see that it did get over the difficulty. 
That Act was not until the Sist 
October, 1923, and, in his opinion, the vendor 
could not say that there was any obligation 
on the purchaser to make application for a 
renewal of the licence under that Act, nor 
could he suggest, having undertaken to hand 
over the licence fully endorsed that. he could 
say to the purchaser: “I will not hand it 
over fully endorsed, but you can go in under 
an Act of Parliament and satisfy the District 
Justice why the licence was not renewed.” 
On this ground alene he was of opinion that 
the plaintiff was entitled to succeed and 
that the deposit must be returned. Accord-
